LONDON, Sept, IB ICTD— The 
Commonwealth prime ministers 
conference, bitterly split over 
Britain's movo to Join tho Euro- 
penn Common Market, tailed Ir 
a lK>-mlnute meeting today to 
aptc on a Joint communique 
ntid adjourned until tomorrow. 

The prime mlnWers will con- 
tinue their work toward a Joint 
eommunlque then. It wai 
learned, 

Tlie disagreement on the com- 
mimitiue followed the pattern oi 
tlie-nlne-day-oonteronco which 
has been dominated by Xom- 
monwcallh tears that Britl.ih 
membership In the Europcar 
trade bloc might marl tho eco- 
nomic tics thot bind the Com- 
monwealth. 

Tlie communique was expected 
to Mk the six Common Market 
nations to help by. provldlnE.(pr 
the. vital economic and trading 
Interests ot Commonwealth 
members.' 

Jfj writers faced a two-pronged 
proiilem: To embody Common- 
wealth demands for . a belter 
dcnl from the Common Market, 
and to enable Prime Minister
